SWAM THE RIVER. 


Fourteenth Infantry Carry 
Rebel Trenches at Night, 


Insurgents Broke When jThey 


Saw the Americans Coming, 


Smooth-Bores Captured, 


Washington, June 14.—General Otis 


cablPs. "General Lawton's troops oc- 
cupy the country south to Bacoom. The 
enemy has retired, abandoning the bay 
country. Testei day's fighting was se- 
vere. Our loss was 10 killed and 40 
wounded. The enemy lost several hun- 
dred. Fifty were buried this morning. 
They held on tenaciously in heavy and 
•nell constructed entrenchments, 
but 


were driven. It is not probable that 
another determined stand will be made 
in the southern provinces." 


Manila, June 14—Before dark last 


night the Fourteenth infantry swam 
the Zapote river and charged and car- 
ried the trenches. 
Insurgents broke 


before the Americans reached them. 
At the same time the Ninth and 
Twelfth came up on the left flank. The 
Twenty-first crossed the bridge and 
found 65 dead Filipinos in the trenches. 
Several five-inch smooth bores were 
captured and the ammunition was 
marked "U. S. Navy Yard*" The Ninth 
and Twenty-first, left 
to guard the 


bridge, formed into companies cooly 
and quickly tinder heavy fire from the 
jungle. 
They charged cheering, and 


drove the enemy a mile, every foot of 
which was contested. Eight prisoners 
were captured and several wounded. 
The majority of the Filipinos wore red 
uniforms. 


First Volunteer* LcaTe. 


Manila, June 14—The first volunteers 


started for home today on.-the trans"- 
port Newport- and Ohio for San Fran- 
cisco via Nagasaki, and will arrive 
July 12. The Oregonians left 62 dead 
from battle and from disease in the 
year's campaign. 
There was great 


cheering on the leaving. 


Captain Barker Report*. 


Washington, June 14.—The navy de- 


partment has received the following: 
"The insurgents fired on the navy yard 
from masked batteries yesterday. Ships 
shelled their position in the trenches. 
The Helena and Monadnock landed 
forces to asisst in maintaining the 
American position until reinforced by 
the army. The movements were a suc- 
cess. The enemy was routed. No- cas- 
ualties to the navy. General Lawton 
signalled, "I appreciate the assistance 
of the navy which I shall acknowledge 
with 
pleasure 
officially. 
(Signed) 


Barker." 


Manila, June 14.—General Lawron un- 


expectedly stirred up the liveliest en- 
gagement of the war south of Las Plnas 
yesterday morning, upon which occasion 
American field guns were engaged In 
the First artillery duel against a native 
battery concealed in the jungle. Com- 
panies F and I of the Twenty-first In- 
fantry, were nearly surrounded by a 
large body of insurgents, but the Amer- 
icans cut their way. It was an all-day 
fight, and such stubbornesa and tenacity 
as the rebels showed has not been wit- 
nessed since the fighting in the Philip- 
pines began. 


The American loss is estimated at over 


70 in killed and wounded. The dead so 
far reported number 12, and a few of the 
wounded are injured so badly that they 
are likely to die. 


In addition to this, there were several 


prostrations from heat. Fortunately, 
however, the effects of the fierce heat 
were not so disastrous, from the fact 
that during a great part of the day most 
of the troops were wading through mud 
and marshes, fording rivers and swim- 
ming naked at places where fording was 
impossible. 


The rebels had the advantage of almost 


impregnable positions, and they knew 
it. On the same ground they have time 
and again beaten back the beat armies 
that Spain could send against them. So 
fearfully were the American forces 
handicapped that it is aafe to say that no 
other army in the world could have es- 
caped defeat in the fighting yesterday. 


But the tremendous dash of the west- 


ern troops carried everything before 
them. Their bravery seemed akin to 
recklessness. Their fighting was marked 
by such a daredevil, never-turn-back- 
burn-your-'bridges spirit that the very 
sight of them paralysed the rebels end 
made them flee in fright from their 
strongest positions. 


Only once did they get into a danger- 


ous position, and then, indeed, It looked 
for a few minutes as if a fearful disaster 
could not possibly be averted. 


Two companies of thft Twenty-first 


regiment at one time advanced eo far 
from the main body _ that they found 
themselves in a sort of ambush, and in 
a moment a deadly Ore was being poured 
Into them from three sides. 


But the desperate nature of the situa- 


tion only served to bring out the mag- 
nificent valor of th* troops. General 
Lawton, who saw their predicament, 
dashed forward and rallied the men, 
fighting himself in the front line.. Hi*

nrst act on coming up was to seize a 
rifle from the hand of a man who had 
Just fallen wounded, and he and Major 
Starr and Lieutenants Donovan and 
ConolJy fought side by side at the head 
of their men. 


Their conduct was an inspiration, and 


tlis little command, instead of allowing 
itself to be surrounded as the insurgents 
lad planned, cut its way out and got 
back to the main, body. There was no 
thought of even retreating until the am- 
munition of the men threatened to give 
out. 


The example of Lawton was followed 


by every other officer, and, considering 
the way in which they exposed them- 
selves, it is surprising that many more 
officers are not among the killed and 
wounded. 


The *bbels brought artillery Into action 


yesterday for the first time since the 
fighting at Malolos. They1 hadi ai big 
smooth boi»e which at one time threat- 
ened to do much damage, and they had 
several small pieces. 


The firing of the rebels was remark- 


ably accurate, when compared with their 
performance in fhe past, and altpgetfoer 
they brought the best organized f6rce 
into action that the troops have met 
since the fighting began. Their - loss 
cannot veil be estimated, but It is 
thought their dead must numberHOO at 
least. 


It was not until a regiment of naked 


Americans swaon the river and rushed 
the trenches that,.the Filipinos gave 
way. 
The Americans captured several 


Bix-inch muzzle-loading cannon and a 
Quantity of ammunition. 


The insurgents fell back on Baboor, 


where they are now intrenched^ 


•This battlefield was formerly the scene 


of several of the greatest struggles be- 
tween the Spaniards and Filipino* The 
Seapote was considered impregnable and 
hundreds of Spaniards and Filipinos 
have been killed while fighting over the 
same bridge in former contests tor its 
possession. 


In June, 1897, Generate Pio Del Filar 


and Trias turned a scale of war on the 
side of the Filipinos by'deserting th« 
Spanish army there on the eve of a de- 
cisive battle, carrying-tile native militia 
with tljem, and thereby breaking the 
chain of defenses around Manila.

FRENCH BUSINESS WAY 


Odessa, Russia, Was Asked to Take 


An Order From An American Firm 


and Place it in France on 


Account of Friendly Re- 


lations. The Request 


Was Denied. 


Washington, June 14—A queer mix- 


ture of international politics and busi- 
ness was reported by Consul Henan of 
Odessa, Russia. Through the French

A warn- 
ing of the storm saved many lives.

Omaha, June. 14>-A tornado strtcic rn-_- 


town of Herman-last evening and wiped 
the place out^of existence. Herman is 
a place of about 300 inhabitants, in the 
extreme northern part of Washington 
county, on the line of the Chicago, St 
Paul, Minneapolis and Omaha railway. 


Advices received by The Bee state that 


every building- in Herman Is destroyed, 
except tbe public ^school and a small 
dwelling, both of which are on the out- 
skirts. 
The force of the wind was 


terrific, as scarcely one piece of any 
of the many structures destroyed was 
left intact. 


The scenes in the streets of the once 


thriving and beautiful little town is one 
of destruction, Wrecked'buildings and 
broken furniture are strewn all around, 
while dead bodies He' in n&uiy places, the 
corpses badly disfigured and eome of 
them hardly recognizable. 


The, relief , train from Blair arrived 


about an hour after the storm, and tbe 
work of picking1 up the wounded was 
begun. 
In the course of an hour the 


train pulled, out for Blair with 95 in- 
jured on board. 
They were taken to 


Blair, as there is absolutely no place 
left at Herman at which treatment can 
be administered. 


All the citizens of Blair have thrown 


open their houses to the wounded and 
the unfortunates are being cared for by 
competent surgeons. 
Many of the In- 


jured will die, but some of them re- 
ceived but slight injuries. 
It is Im- 


possible, owing to' the confusion* to as- 
certain the number of dead, but 12 are 
known to have been killed, and the list 
will run very much higher. 


Superintendent Jaynes of the Omaha 


road was at Tekamah when he heard of 
the disaster,- and left at once for Her- 
man on a hand car, taking two physi- 
cians along with him to assist in suc- 
coring the injured. 


Late News From New Richmond 
New Richmbond, Wis., June 14.— The 


greatest mortality at one place, due to 
the cyclone, occurred in the basement 
of Williams' hardware store. A large 
number fled there just before the storm 
and were buried in the ruins. Several 
bodies have been recovered, still fully a 
dozen are there yet. The Hawkins 
family, who lived in the second, story 
of the residence, before they reached the 
first flopr, the house was in ruins. Five 
out of six c-f the family were killed. 


No bodies were recovered last' night. 


There is no organized movement for 
their recovery or the distribution of 
supplies as yet. Representatives of the 
government are here to learn the needs. 
The militia are patrolling today. The 
number of killed is estimated at 100.

A SEVERE DROUTH. 


Tha drouth in Wllliamstown and 


Vicinity is being severely felt and the 
farmers are complaining of the lack 
cf rain. Many meadows are drying up 
and one farmer who lives at the north- 
western part of the town said he could 
cut better hay from his pasture last 
year than he can from, his meadows 
this year. The effects of the drouth are 
felt more in the northwestern part of 
the town than they ars in the south- 
ern part of the town. 
Some of tho 


farmers on the road to Powmal say 
ithey will not attempt cutting some of 
their meadows as the grass has been 
turned to the roots. Corn, looks better 
than most of the crops, but potatoes 
and other vegetables are very back- 
'ji\-ard and unless ram is had soon they 


iwill be a complete failure. The lawns 
about town are drying up and have 
never looked as badly as At present. 
The water supply although the reser- 
voirs are gradually lowering is suffi- 
cient to supply the demands, but if 
the drouth continues much, longer the 
Jficials say they will have to stop the 
treet sprinkling and forbid people 
Crinkling their lawns.

Cherries Grooving In Bunches Like 


Grapes. 


A. W. Gordon, a market gardener on 


Blennerhassett island, near Parkers- 
burg, W. Va., discovered a peculiar 
formation on some grapevines in hia 
orchard recently. Mr. Gordon has a 
number of May cherry trees, upon 
which some of his grapevines are per-' 
mitted to grow. While strolling through 
this orchard he noticed a red formation' 
on the grapevines which corresponded 
in color with the cherries on the trees. 
On closer examination te found that 
the peculiar looking fruit was ripening. 
It is shaped like a cherry, but is grow- 
ing in bunches like grapes and is about 
the size of May cherries, but elliptical 
like a grape. The only explanation to 
be offered is that the cherries and the 
giapes blossomed together and that the 
pollen from the former fell upon and 
mixed with the latter, developing in 
conseqnepce this^eculiar fruit.

BIG IMPBOVEMENT IN MAOHHTEBY 


It* Application Said to Reach Almost 


Every Line of Metal Manufacture. 
Has Ileen Found Most Valuable la 
the Maantaotare of Bicycles, -Car 
Axles and Various Tools. 


A well known Cleveland inventor, 


James H. Bevington, has recently com- 
pleted a device for spinning metal 
which promises to make a great change 
in many lines of the metal manufac- 
turing industries. It has attracted 
wide attention from the principal man- 
ufacturers in the United States and is 
pronounced by them to be one of the 
greatest improvements in -machinery 
for the fabrication of iron, steel and 
other metals that have been produced in 
many years. 


Mr. Bevington has won a -wide 


reputation for his discovery, made sev- 
eral years ago, of a method of welding 
copper and brass. Previous to his dis- 
covery this was thought to he an im- 
possible thing to do, but the Franklin 
institute of Philadelphia recognized 
the merits of hia discovery and granted 
him the']fienry'Cresson medal. The 
idea of spinning metal has been work- 
ed up by Mr. Bevington during the last 
year. Its application will reach to al- 
most every line of metal manufacture. 
In the experiments that have been 
made so far it has been found most 
valuable in th'e^mannfacture of the 
parts of bicycles/hollow car axles, tor- 
pedo shells and** various tools. A com- 
pany of Cleveland capitalists is being 
formed to'push the invention, and it.is 
expected that within the nest few 
months a large plant will be in opera- 
tion in Cleveland for the manufacture 
of the many articles to the fabrication 
of which the discovery may be applied. 


The principle upon which the discov- 


ery is based is extremely simple. The 
metal that is spun is in tubular form 
and is pjaeecl in a^lathe, which turns 
at the ritatij 1,800 revolutions a min- 
nte. 013''%^ of"any kind, so long as it 
is free frdta^ .flaws, may be used for the 
manufacture of almost any kind of 
product. JMae tool upon which the in- 
ventor has'secured" his patent is applied 
to the revolving har of metal. In a m6- 
ment's tinfe the metal becomes hot and 
softens from the friction and can then 
be shaped by the operator according to 
his wishes. The tool, which consists of 
hard sfeei jaws, touching on either side 
of the revolving tube, can he readilj' 
ganged Jo any desired width, and the 
softened'metal may be spun down by 
means of pressure to any size or shape 
so long a§ a circular form is retained. 


By thia operation a piece of tubing 


may he shaped in a few moments' time 
into shells, pumps and bicycle handle 
bars, that have 'always required the 
combined labor of several men for hours 
to produce. 


Perhaps the most valuable applica- 


tion of the discovery so far made is in 
the manufacfruie of hollow car axles. 
Mechanics have labored for years to 
discover a method by which hollow car 
axles could he made with satisfactory 
results. They have never succeeded in 
finding a metJ.od that was not too ex- 
pensive to be"practicable. The hollow 
axles that have been produced have al- 
ways lacked in strength and have gen- 
erally been inferior to the solid axle. 
The great elements of value sought aft- 
er in tha hollow axle have been su- 
perior strength, freedom from over- 
heating and lightness. Solid axles are 
made from rolled hot or cold steel and 
are turned down at the end to produce 
the journal, which results in weaken- 
ing the shaft a*t the point where the 
hard finish or "skin" on the outer side 
of the steel is broken. 


The spinning process does away with 


all the objections that have been found 
in the solid and drilled hollow axles 
and with many others. It shortens the 
process of manufacture to a very small 
fraction of the time required to make 
solid axles" and likewise greatly dimin- 
ishes the coat of production. Mr. Bev- 
ington in his new process takes three 
steel tubes and telescopes them and by 
his process of welding by friction forms 
them into one solid tube. The journals 
at the ends are then formed by spin- 
ning down the metal, thus preserving 
the steel from the fatal fracture of the 
outer hardened surface. The process of 
spinning flown the ends not only avoids 
weakening, but actually adds strength 
to tha journals. No metal is taken 
away. It is compressed into smaller 
space, and it has been demonstrated by 
teats at the plants of manufacturers in 
Cleveland that a compression of one- 
eighth of an inch increased the strength 
of a tube nearly 1,000 pounds. 


Where it required formerly more 


than a week to manufacture a solid car 
axle by the old process, Mr. Bevington 
claims to be able to produce a much su- 
perior hollow axle in two hours' time. 
—Cleveland Plain Dealer. 


Fired First Shots In the Philippines. 


Privates Qrayson and Miller,of the 


First Nebraska 
infantry are given 


credit by Colonel Stotsenberg of that 
regiment for bringing on the fight in 
the Philippines by firing the first shots. 
These men^are justified by the colonel, 
who was laid to rest recently at Arling- 
ton, having lost his life in leading his 
troops. In his report to General Hale 
Colonel Stotaenberg said: 
"Privates 


Qrayson and Miller of Company D of 
the First Nebraska were the soldiers 
who fired on the Filipino patrol. Gray- 
son was presumably the man who killed 
the first Filipino. These two privates 
v/ere part of a patrol on the Santol road 
and were acting strictly in accordance 
with their orders in firing on the armed 
bands, of the insurgents who tried to 
break the line at their outposts."— 
Chicago Tribune.

SAMPSON ON THE NAVY. 


Says Present Number of Ships 


Should Be Doubled. 


AEMY IHOEEASE UMEOESSAET. 


Except by Great Britain, He Says, 


We JTeed Fear Attack Only on tne 
Sen/—The Admiral Says We Should 
Have More Fast Cruisers Like the 
Kevr Yorlr. 


Bear Admiral Sampson believes we 


do not need a larger army, but a larger 
navy. •. He thinks we should have at 
least twice as many warships as we 
have now. In an article in The Inde- 
pendent the admiral saye in part: 


"I have long believed that the navy 


of the United States is not adequate to 
the needs of 'ihe nation, and, in spite of 
our victories, the events of the last 
year-have tended strongly to confirm 
the view* I held before the war began. 
For an arjny increase I fail to see the 
necessity. ^It is hardly conceivable that 
we could use a large army except for 
wars of foreign conquest, which the 
sentiment of our contry would not per- 
mit. 


"Three thousand miles of water pro- 


tect us from all except one possible 
enemy—Great Britain—'Who has of 
late shown most unmistakably that she 
desires a permanent peace and the 
closest friendship. I am extremely glad 
to see it. Her attitude is all that could 
be desired. I do not believe that there 
is any room for doubt as to the good 
faith of the English. They really wish 
onrc friendship and are prepared to 
make sacrifices to secure it. 


"The possible wars which confront 


us are naval wars, and in order to 
wage them successfully we need more 
ships. I believe that we should have at 
least twice as many ships as our navy 
at present contains. Whether or not we 
desire to have it eo, the war has made 
a great change in our position among 
the nations. We have become an Asiat- 
ic power and cannot evade the respon- 
sibilities of such a position. We have 
great interests in the Pacific ocean and 
must be prepared to cope with any who 
are disposed to deny ns our rights 
there. 


"To safeguard our interests, to main- 


tain onr position, to speak with the 
authority that becomes us, we need 
ships, and still more ships. If our easy 
victories over the fleets of a weak naval 
power fill our people with the belief 
that we have now a navy that is large 
enough for all our needs, then those 
victories will have done us harm in- 
stead of good. I believe in harbor de- 
fensee. Every important harbor on the 
coast should possess its own local de- 
fenses, which only determined attack 
of the enemy could overcome. A foreign 
fleet could not now make a successful 
attack upon New York. 


"The torpedo, the torpedo boat, the 


mine, the shore gun, played an insig- 
nifiiant part in the late war, but it 
seems to me that they did not have a 
fair opportunity to show their merits. 
I still believe in the torpedo boat, the 
mine and the shore battery. 


"The record of our navy in the late 


war can hardly be considered other 
than wonderfnl. It certainly made a 
great impression on foreign 
naval 


authorities. They used to say that our 
navy was without discipline and was 
made up of a hodgepodge of foreigners 
•who could cot be depended upon to 
stand by the American flag in any 
emergency. That criticism 
is now 


pretty well disposed of. The navy has 
always been loyal and has done its 
duty. ' 


"As to discipline, I think events 


have answered criticism on that point. 
Our accuracy of fire has astonished all 
foreign experts. Onr ships, when put 
to any extraordinary test, always sur- 
passed expectations, as in the case of 
the Oregon's long run. The battle of 
Manila showed the perfection of dis- 
cipliBP. The scar on the Baltimore is 
the only physical evidence that the 
foe attacked by Dewey carried arms. 
Standing off at a distance and coolly 
planting blow after blow, Dewey achiev- 
ed the maximum of result for the mini- 
mum of expenditure. Surely that is 
war, 
and surely it gives evidence of the 


very highest order cf discipline. 


"Nor is it true either to allege that 


foreigners fill onr navy and that we 
cannot get Americans to serve on our 
ships. More and more Americans are 
mustering in the forecastle, many of 
them native horn and the others natu- 
ralized citizens. By help of the late war 
foreigners have discovered in the Amer- 
ican navy many virtues the existence 
of which there they never expected. 
They are ready to concede now that so 
far as it goes, ship for ship, it is quite 
as good as any upon earth. 


"We have much still to learn abotit 


modern warships. They are as yet in 
the experimental stage My idea is that 
the naval increase should be made by 
the building of more vessels of the New 
York type, and that greater speed and 
coal capacity must be secured, even 
though it be necessary to sacrifice snme 
armor thickness in order to secure 
them. Onr need o£ swift armored cruis- 
ers transcends other naval needs. 


"The present is a good time to press 


the needs of the navy upon the country, 
which will soon be quivering froni end 
to end with the emotions produced by 
the reception' of the hero of Manila. 
The extraordinary and widespread dis- 
position to do him honor can scarcely 
be otherwise than pleasing to all offi- 
cers of the navy. No man could possibly 
have dono inor.e thoroughly than Dewey 
what ho set out to do, and that is the 
test. His fume is secure. The future 
will certainly place him high among 
the naval heroes of the world."

tary railroad engineers in Egypt.' The 
bridge had "to be built in six1 months 
and delivered in seven weeks, so as to i 
get it done between Nile floods, and it 
had to be pnt up without timber cen- 
tering or false work, which required an 
entirely new design for the seven 147 
foot spans. 


The English bridge builders were 


equal to no one of the tasks. * They 
wanted two years, they wanted false 
work, and they could neither designer 
agree to deliver cantilever spans within 
the time wanted. The bridge was first 
planned last fall, and it had to be built 
before next July. Several weeks were] 
need up ' in finding out what English-, 
builders could not do. 


After obtaining large and compre- 


hensive knowledge on this subject, in- j 
eluding failure on time, delivery and | 
design, it occurred to the English mili- 
tary engineers to find out what Ameri- 
can bridge builders could, do. On Jan. 
7 the cable was' sent to the Pencoyd 
works, in Philadelphia. It took one 
business day to guarantee delivery in 
seven weeks. When a week later the 
Pencoyd works were told that no false 
work could be used and a cantalever 
bridge must be designed, this was ac- 
cepted and new plana drawn in a fort- 
night. The bridge was not only deliv- 
ered inside of time, but when English j 
stevedores dropped a piece overboard; 
into Thames mud this was got ready in i 
18 hours. It was hot the other day in] 
Philadelphia, but we doubt if this wast 
a circumstance . to the heat '-yesterday 
on the Kile, where this bridge is draws 
ing tp a close. -

The Atbara bridge was therefore] 


much more than a triumph over time 
and cost, on both of which English 
builders failed. The American bridge 
builder proved superior in design. He 
was quicker in dealing with new condi- 
tiona. He surmounted an unexpected j 
difficulty both more nimbly and more 
ekillfnlly.^Thj, bridge on the'Nile is as 
much the trophy of better technical, 
education and inventive skill as it is of;

General Eaton on the Introduction 


el American Method*. 


General John Eaton, who, in com* 


pany with Dr. Victor S. Clarke, waa 
sent to Porto Rico last January as in- 
spector of public instruction,'returned 
on the transport McPhereon recently to 
New York. General Eaton seemed sat- 
isfied that American methods of educa- 
tion bad taken well in Porto Rico when 
seen by a reporter at the Park Avenue 
fcotel the other night. 


"We have tried in our work," he 


eaid, "not to throw the American sys- 
tem jnst as it ia at the Porto Eicana, 
but to adapt and remold it to their 
needs, retaining the fundamental prin- 
ciples which have long ago proved their 
correctness, but changing the details to 
snit the best interests of the people. 
The Porto Rtcans have taken naturally 
to our system, and the improvement 
in the educational facilities of the 
island is already marked. The previous 
system was founded on the 'Spanish 
educational law of 1857, which waa 
made by able anoa, but execution of it 
was intrusted to men of no ability. The 
result was that 80 per cent cf the popu- 
lation was illiterate. 


"We have started a great change in 


this state of affairs. 
General' Henry 


authorized the appropriation by the 
general insular government of $825,- 
000 for the gocd cf education during 
the coming year, and the Society of 
Education, which has been formed for 
the benefit of the children, is doing a 
great work for good in tbat direction. 
We have divided the island into 16 
parts, and a teacher who speaks Eng- 
lish is assigned to each of these dis- 
tricts. This teacher visits the different 
schools in the district and corrects the 
pronunciation of the English taught 
there. 


"Another thing we nave secured is 


the payment of the teachers. Spain 
never paid them, and they were forced j 
to accept fees from .^ich,pupils to eke 
out a living. We tiave turned out no 
capable • native teachers, much to the 
Porto Eicans' surprise and pleasure. 
We hava instituted a three months' 
vacation, where before there was no 
vacation at all. There were, in fact, 
so many faults and abuses -to remedy 
and so many reforms to institute that i 
1 could not possibly tell you all of them 
in a short time." 


General Eaton said., tbat General 


Davis, the new governor of Porto Rico, 
was well liked, and was engaged at 
present in studying the different ques- 
tions as to the future of the island be- 
fore taking any active measures.—-New

the Cue of Slang B* » Habit Compared 


to Swearing and *!>• Intemperate C»o 
of Ii»to*icants—The Harm That Remits 
From the Nonsea»k»l Custom. 


The Italian method of prefixing an • 


to a word to give it a damaging signifi- 
cance can bo employed with gcxxl effect 
ia christening that wayward and de- 
generate offspring of English known as 
slang. In its present state slanguage 
has auuiac.l to S'l^h a luxurious com- 
pleteness that it warrants serious treat- 
ment. So copious and comprehensive 
has it become that there is hardly a hu- 
man want, feeling Of emotion of the 
heart that cannot be translated into the 
vernacular of the bootblack. In study- 
ing the philosophy of slang the first 
natural query is, How and why did it 
originate? To the first question one 
might give, with certain modifications, 
the same answer that would be given to 
the question, Why do people swear? 
The ljuman animal, like a locomotive, 
seems to require escape valves for occa- 
sions when there is too ranch steam iu 
the boiler. When a man is overflowing 
with admiration, anger or wonder, the 
ordinary adjectives do not (or he thinks 
they do not) meet tt'ie emergency. They 
do not relieve his pent up fullness any 
more than a sip from a dewdrop would 
quench a man's thirst. The natural man 
and the natural woman sometimes find 
relief under strong emotion in explosive 
utterances. In the case of anger the es- 
cape valve expletive is an oath unless 
the man in question happens to be a 
gentleman and sometimes, though very 
rarely, when he is. 


It will thus be seen that slang, being 


of emotional ancestry, is a first cousin 
to the oath, and both are used by those 
who mentally resemble the roan whose 
use of intoxicating drinks has made him 
forget or underestimate the attractions 
of pure water. Slang, in sooth, is a 
whisky distillation of language. It is 
so strong that it may be taken only very 
rarely with impunity, and herein lies 
the chief danger in its use. Not only 
does the slanguist find ordinary English 
tame, but he ends in not being able to 
find any English at all. 


Another fatal characteristic of slang 


is the very one which at first secures its 
adoption—namely, its pungency. The 
same law that makes quiet colors and 
shades wear well in the world of fabrics 
has its counterpart in the world of 
speech. We tire very speedily of a start- 
ling costume, in high colors, and just 
as speedily do we tire of slang, which 
is startling, high colored speech. 


Still another reason why slang can 


never gain a permanent foothold in the 
language is its titter lack of dignity. 
No subject can be seriously treated in 


• slanguage. Its sole function is to tickle 
by its patness or its grotesqueness. It 
reflects a fugitive iridescence upon cur- 
rent wit aud humor, as like the bub- 
ble catches prismastic colors, but, like 
the bubble, it vanishes even while you 
behold it. Naturally there are slang 
phrases of all degrees of goodness and 
badness, ranging from the word which 
is only a slight remove from a forcible 
but perfectly decorous adjective to 
slang of the most daring, deep dyed or- 
der. At one end of the scale, for in- 
stance, one might place "fetching" and 
at the other end its superlative "rum." 
Again, the injunction "play ball" is 
gentle and seemly, in, comparison with 
the brusque command "get amove on." 
Along certain lines the slanguist seems 
to revel in extravagant synonyms and, 
entonyms, especially in those express- 
ing some infirmity in the upper story. 
The man who has "wheels" is also 
popularly known as' 'nutty,''' 'cracked'' 
or "off his trolley." Again, if he comes 
from the country, he is "corn raised," 
has "seed in his hair," or his "face 
doesn't fit him." "Gall," "nerve," 
"cheek," "sand," "brass" and "face" 
are also nearly synonymous terms for 
qualities whose universality has made 
them a target for popular satire. Equally 
prolific is the slanguist in coining 
terms for money. "Dust," "tin," 
"sand," "rocks," "chink" and "spon- 
dulicks" are only a few of the words 
that translate "filthy lucer." 


Two of the slang phrases now in 


gallingly frequent nse are, "That's 
right," and "That won't cut much 
ice." The latter, it must be confessed, 
has certain COB! figurative qualities 
which give it a saving color of grace. 
But most of these phrases rely chiefly 
upon their condensed expressiveness, 
which is the trademark of their Amer- 
ican manufacture. They are but one of 
the many devices of the masses to com- 
pass a crosscut and avoid circumlocu- 
tions. Thus "snap" and "cinch" are 
time economy for a moneyed sinecure 
and an assured competence. 


One of the surest tests of the rapid 


mortality of slang is the extremely pain- 
ful sensation produced by hearing anti- 
quated slang phrases used—and there 
are always people who are two or 
three or ten years behind in their USB 
of such phrases. When other people are 
saying "Not on your tintype," the 
user of mildewed slang feebly ejac- 
ulates "I should smite." The piquancy 
and patness of certain phrases make it 
hard to declare that slang has no legiti- 
mate use. But concerning its misuse, 
there can hardly be two opinions among 
people whose opinions are worth any- 
thing. A careful study of the qualities 
of men and women who habitually in- 
terlard their remarks with slang will 
furnish anybody with a world of con- 
vincing conclusions in favor of pure 
English.—Critic.

! Localities Where the Precious Metal 


Deposits Itself Annually. 


There are several localities where 


gold may be said to grow every year 
or, in other words, where fresh depos- 
its of the precious metal are to bo 
found annually. 


One such district is In the Edmonton 


country, iu the Canadian northwest, 
where, after the spring floods, from the 
same banks and "benches" of the Sas- 


j batchewan river there are taken every 


year considerable quantities of gold by 
a few diggers, who moke their living 
out of the business. 


But the rnost conspicuous and inter- 


esting case of this sort is to be seen 
near Icbang, In the province of Hupeh, 
in China. For many centuries past 
each year gold has been washed from 
the banks of,-' coarse gravel on both 
sides of the-river Han, and in the 
midst of-the auriferous district there 
is an ancient town_, called Ll-kiu-tien, 
which means "gold diggers' Inn." Its 
inhabitantsjsub'divide the gold bearing 
ground., aniong themselves annually, 
staking "'out their claims with parti- 
tions. They 'pay no royalty and ap- 
pear to earn no more than a bare sub- 
sistence. But this may be doubted, as 
John Chinaman is an adept at "layln 
low and sayin nnj^n." 


The annual river-floods bring down 


millions of tons of mud* and sand from

1 In the crypt of the cathedral of Hil- 
desheim grows a wild rose tree, said to 
bo 1,000 years old, whereas it is the 
root only, not the stem, which is eight 
centuries old, according to accurate 
information derived from original doc- 
uments. A legend connects this rose 
tree with a vow made by the founder 
of the cathedral, Ludwig the Pious, 
and a document of the eleventh centu- 
ry states that when Bishop Hezllo re- 
built the cathedwl, which had been 
burned down, he inclosed the roots of 
the rose tree within a- vault whicn still 
exists, raised upon, this vault the crypt 
and spread ait the ^branches of the 
rose tree upon the walls.

LIFE SAVING DEVICE.

Ihr. DKnJel K. Browor of Chicago, 


profoMor" of mental diwases .in Roeh: 
Medical college, told the American 
Medical association the other day that 
crime in the United Statwis increasing' 
in a vastly aiore rapid ratio than Is 
the population. This, be asserted, is 
due to criminal parentage and environ-, 
ment. *Toc.hecE the alarming growth, 
he added, radical'changes in present 
methods are necessary, gays the Chicago 
Times-Herald. 


These statements were the.-feature of 


the second day's session of the associa- 
tion at Co&mbus, 0. Dr. Brower's 
theme was "The Medical Aspect of 
Crime." He contended that the present 
laws and' their method of execution are 
a potent factor in the, causation of 
crime. The code of today, He asserted, 
is the Roman code- In ancient Rome it 
did well because the death penalty was 
common, but today, with no cutting 
off of the snpply of criminal material, 
he argued that the law contributes to 
its increase rather than to its diminu- 
tion. 


"Our laws," said he, "are defective 


becanse they are directed not against 
the criminal, but against crime only. 
The great question agitating society is 
the care of the criminal. It baffles so- 
ciety. The habitual criminal is a bio- 
logic study rather than a problem." 


The doctor recommended that the 


children of degenerates be taken care of 
by the courts and placed in favorable 
environment at the age of 7. He fur- 
ther contended that those who are con- 
cerned in the sentencing of criminals 
should know something about their 
biologic conditions, or, in other words, 
a judge must also be a physician. A 
person who has committed his first 
offense, he maintained, should not be 
permitted to associate with hardened 
criminals, and trials should be epeedy 
and prompt. 


The pardoning power, he added, 


should be removed from state governors 
and rest alone in pardoning boards, 
whose members should be skilled in 
criminal anthropology. For thoee who 
are incapable of reformation there 
should be penitentiaries for their life- 
long incarceration. 
Dr. Brower read 


statistics showing that the proportion 
of criminals to population in the United 
States had increased from 1 in 3,442 in 
1850 to 1 in 7§7 in 1890. 


Minneapolis Han Invent* n, Locomo- 


tive' Fender. 


James H. Robinson of Minneapolis 


has invented a locomotive fender which 
promises to be a life saving device. It is 
a folding fender, which telescopes en- 
tirely under the pilot in normal posi- 
tion. Back of this and under the front 
trnck is a cylinder having a piston con- 
nection with the fender. The operation 
of this cylinder and plunger, according 
to the St. Pan! Pioneer Pre?§? ia entire- 
ly within the control of the engineer, 
and it is designed that he ehall apply 
the air immediately when, noticing a 
person on the tracks ah^ad in danger.

vance of the engine and the person ii 
gathered up and deposited in a net 
which is suspended IB such a way that 
there is no danger Of attaining serious 
injury from striking any of the parts

DRINK'S EFFECT ON HEALTH. 


Professor AtTrnter Finds Two Ounces 


of Alcohol a Day to Be Harmless. 
The first official announcement of the 


results of Professor Atwater's experi- 
ments at Middletown, Conn., on the 
value of alcohol as a food was made re- 
cently in a circular issued by the Mid- 
dletown Scientific association, says the 
New York World. 


Professor Atwalpr of Wesleyan col- 


lege is the United States expert on al- 
cohol, and his elaborate experiments 
were made with the greatest scientific 
accuracy. They prove that two ounces 
of alcohol taken in 24 hours have no bad 
effect on a man. More than two ounces 
act as a poison. 


These particular experiments were 


conducted under the auspices of a com- 
mittee of 50 for the investigation of 
the drink problem, of which committee 
the chairman is Seth Low, president of 
Columbia university and delegate to 
the peace congress at The Hague. Thsy 
establish the fact that two ounces (four 
tnblespoonfuls) of alcohol in 24 hours, 
and no more, supply the human body 
with fuel to produce heat and muscular 
power—that is, act-as food, not as an 
intoxicant. 


Professor Atwater experimented with 


persons who have drunk moderately and 
with those who "never tasted a drop." 
The results were the same. All doses 
below two onncts in 24 honrs produced 
no bad effect. At the end of the day 
there was no trace of alcohol on the 
breath, the body was in the normal 
condition, and the alcohol was com- 
pletely oxidized, having been turned 
into heat. As eoon as Professor Atwa- 
ter learned that more than two onnces 
was harmful he went no further in that 
direction. He bad no desire to learn 
how much a man can drink, but how 
much he can drink without hurting 
i>j—

N- E« T. U. Becomes New 


England Allied Print- 


ing Trades. 


MANY RESOLUTIONS DISCUSSED 


Business of the Convention Yesterday 


Afiernoo md This Morning. Elec- 


tion of Officers Not Reached 


Till late This Afternoon. 


The annual convention o£ the New 


England Typographical union, which 
opened in this city yesterday, ib rapitl- 
jy completing its business, and every- 
thing is expected to be out of the way 
by this afternoon. Most of the dp' 
gates will remain for the banquet this 
evening:, and will return to their homes 
tomorrow morning. 


The most important item of business 


so far has been thfi changing of the 
name from the New England Typo- 
graphical union to the New England 
Allied Trades. This action was talcen 
owing to the fact that the organisa- 
tion now includes in Us roll of affiliated 
unions a number of unions other than 
typographical, such as pressmen and 
stereotj pers, and it was desire.! to have 
thp name represent more accurately the 
make-up of its membership. 
Last evening the delegates were- en- 


tertained by the local union wi h a trol- 
ley ride to Adams, and on tho returr 
the party stopped at the park, i-fjturi- 
ing home on the last car. Yenerday 
afternoon the delegates wer" taken 
through the Windsor print works aCter 
the business session, and were much in- 
terested in the trip. 


This morning's session was cal eel to 


order at 9:30. Most of the time was 
spent in executive session, but several 
interesting matters were discussed 
Chief of these was the introduction of 
a resolution authorizing a special com- 
mittee to secure the sen-ices of some 
good lawyer who is thoroughly con- 
versant with the conditions of the 
printing business to act as counsel foi 
the printers in any trouble that may oc- 
cur between them and the employers 
The resolution called for the payment 
of the attorney for his services by the 
organization securing him. 


This resolution pjovoked a long am 


interesting discussion. Some cbjectec 
to the method of payment provided for 
and others disliked the idea. The reso- 
lution was warmly supported, however 
one of those speaking in favor of it 
being TV. P. McDonald of this city, who 
Paid that if the organization had hac' 
the services of such an attorney at the 
time of the agitation, in favor of th« 
union label on city printing the resnii 
might have been more favorable. Final- 
ly the resolution was referred back to 
the committee for revision, and it was 
brought up again this afternoon. 


The officers of the organization wire 


instructed to secure as far as possible 
statistics of the printing and publishing 
business throughout New England, to 
secure facts in regard to the employ- 
ment of labor which may be of value 
to the organizers in their work. 


The afternoon session yesterday was 


devoted mainly to the introduction of 
resolutions. The action of the recep- 
tion committee in selecting a hotel for 
the accommodation of the delegates 
whose bartenders are union men was 
indorsed by the convention. It was re- 
solved that the officers and organizers 
be instructed to use all possible effort 
toward 
the establishment of allied 


printing trade councils and assist in 
advancing the interests of the allied 
printing trades label. 
An emphatic 


protest by the Ns~ England typograph- 
ical union and allied trades was en- 
tered against the methods 
used in 


coercing the miners in Idaho as being 
subversive of trade interests and an- 
tagonistic to the constitution of the 
country, and the officers were instruct- 
ed to forward a copy of the resolu- 
tions. 


It was resolved that all printing for 


the body and all affiliated unions shall 
bear the union label. 


The convention favored the establish- 


ment of telephone and telegraph sys- 
tems by the government, and request- 
ed the delegates to the next session of 
the international union to be held at 
Detroit to renew the agitation in favor 
of the same. 


It was resolved that the district 


union recommend to the international 
union at its next session- in Detroit to 
take up the apprenticeship question, as 
the action taken at the last convention 
at Syracuse, N. T., in no way removed 
the abuses existing. This resolution 
was passed after a heated discussion. 


The convention favored the idea of 


pressmen and bookbinders withdraw- 
ing their cards from the typographical 
union and depositing them in 
the 


nearest union of thoir own crafts. 
It 


was resolved that the secretary-treas- 
urer be instructed to prepare a. circular 
letter to be sent to all organizations 
existing under the throe international 
bodies not now affiliated with this 
union, urging the necessity of their 
joining and assisting in the work of 
the New England typographical union 
and allied trades.

NOT COFFINS ENOUGH 


To Bury the 


Richmond, 


New Richmond, Wis.. June 14—There 


will not be coffins enough to bury the 
dead tonight. Disreputable characters 
are Hocking to St. Paul. The police 
are doing excellent work. At least two 
of the dead are cut to pieces by flying 
boards. 


New Richmond, Wls., June n.—xn*?e 


are well up to 150 dead in and about New 
Richmond. Of these only about 90 in 
New Richmond wjilL be recognized fot 
the reason that the fire has charred their 
bodies. 


Indescribably sad are the scenes oi 


desolation wrought toy the tornado that 
has practically swept out of existence 
this prosperous little city. Out of 500 
houses and store buildings comprising 
the town, fully 300 were wrecked by the 
storm or destroyed by fire. Almost 
every family has one or more members 
among the dead, injured or missing, and 
little groups are 
seen, everywhere 


searching for loved ones who may be 
buried in the piles of debris on every 
hand. 


With frantic energy the search was 


conducted all day yesterday, and up to 
9 o'clock last night 54 bodies had been 
found, although the number of dead cer- 
tainly will reach 100 or more. These 
have, for the most part, been taken to 
the 
Catholic 
and 
Congregational 


churches, which, although in the very 
edge of the storm's path, escaped its 
fury. 


In these temporary morgues the sights 


are such as to touch the hardest heart, 
as the grief-otricken living recognize in 
bodies, horribly mangled and often dis- 
membered, the remains of missing dear 
ones. 


The wounded find temporary asylums 


In the uninjured dwellings on either side 
of the path of devastation, where doctors 
and nurses from nearby cities and towns 
are doing heroic work without sleep or 
rest. As many as possible of the in- 
jured, whose chances for recovery are 
considered good, are being sent to the 
hospitals at St. Paul and Minneapolis, 
where they will have better care. 


The business portion of the city cov- 


ered a space of four squares each way 
and was built solidly of brick and stone. 
This entire space was swept clear, foun- 
dation walls and in some places masses 
of debris alone marking! where the 
business places formerly stood. Trees 
that had lined the streets of the neigh- 
boring residence district were broken 
clear off or twisted and uprooted. 


The tornado came up the river from 


Hudson, where the damage was com- j 
paratively slight. Following the gen- 
eral course of the river and the branch 
of the Omaha road, the storm gained in 
intensity as it progressed and was at its 
worst when it struck the business cen- 
ter of New Richmond. 


The desolate view of the New Rich- 


mond of today is one not soon to be for- 
gotten. Along the broken fragments of 
their homes the people wander helplessly, 
striving somewhat aimlessly and hope- 
lessly to gather together what had been 
left to them. On the east and west 
limits of the city many houses were still' 
standing with little or no damage, and 
to these homes the occupants welcomed 
their, less fortunate neighbors and 
friends. 


The property loss cannot be estimated 


at this time and may never be accurately 
known. It was almost total, for the in- 
surance agents report that no tornado in- 
surance was carried in the town and 
only a small mim'ber of places where 
fire joined in the destruction of property 
will the business men be at all reim- 
bursed for their losses, 


Statement Unfounded 


The Hague, June 14.—In view of the 


statement published In the United States 
that Frederick Holls of the American 
delegation to the peace conference had 
cabled to the state department at Wash- 
ington that Germany was opposed* to 
arbitration in principle, a press corre- 
spondent called yesterday on Mr. Holls, 
who declared that 'there was absolutely 
no foundation for such ac statement. He 
said that, as a matter of fact, he had not 
sent the state department a message of 
any kind since his arrival here, and that 
the cable messages forwarded by the 
delegation had not contained the least 
Justification for the statement published.

Truck gardeners 
have been hauling water for their crops 
for weeks.

Buffalo, June 14.—A gang- of between 


SO and 40 stevedores and freight han- 
dlers last night climbed aboard the 
whaleback Samuel Mather, which was 
lying at the Minnesota iron ore docks, 
and opened fire on a gang of about 50 
iron ore handlers who were working in 
the hold of the vessel.

Cabinet Must Be Radical. 


Paris, June 14.—The air is full of re- 


ports regarding the probable successor 
of M. Dupuy as premier. M. Poincare 
was the favorite yesterday morning, but 
aiter three-quarters of an hour spent In 
conference with the president he de- 
clined to accept the task. He is a mod- 
erate Republican and evidently doubted 
his ability to succeed in forming a cab- 
inet, which the papers think must be a 
radical cabinet. 


No Case Against Him. 


Paris, June 14.— The chamber of in- 


dictments yesterday decided that there 
is PO case against Lieutenant Colonel 
Picquart, charged with forgery in the 
Dreyfus case, or against Maitre Leblois, 
his counsel, against whom charges were 
tlso made in connection with the case. 
The judgment of the court thus finally 
exonerates Picquart, who was released 
from prison after being nearly a year in 
confinement. 


Villages Destroyed by Rioters. 


Bombay, June 14.—The riots which 


broke out last week in the Tinnevelly 
district of the Madras presidency, be- 
tween the Maravars and Kullars, on the 
one hand, and the Shamario on the 
other, are assuming alarming propor- 
tions. 
They have already spread over 


an area of a hundred square miles. Sev- 
eral more large villages 
have been 


burned almost under the eyes of the 
troops who were summoned from Trich- 
inpoly. 


Kurdish Outrages. 


Constantinople. June 14.—It is reported 


from Koomkapu that a body of Kurdish 
cavalry, on the pretense of searching for 
an agitator, 
recently raided several 


villages in that district, 
burned the

Rhode (slsnd Crops Suffer. 


Providence, June 14.—This section of 


the country is experiencing a most re- 
markable dry spell for thi.« season of the 
year, the measured rainfall for the past 
month having amounted to but half an 
Inch. One of the effects has been to cut 
short the strawberry season at a time 
when it would naturally be at its height ] 
and had run only about half the usual 
length. The hay crop in Rhode Island 
will be very short. The produce dealers 
report a short and backward crop in 
peas, cabbages, potatoe3, etc., and what 
Is being received Is of rather inferior 
quality. 


Grass Crop Ruined. 


Norwich, Conn., June 14.—The drought 


in eastern Connecticut is severe. The 
grass crop is ruined and green peas, 
strawberries and garden crops are near- 
ly destroyed. These crops will be very 
small. The earth is as dry as powder to 
a depth of several inches. There has 
been but one shower in five weeks, and 
that was only sufficient to lay the dust 
for a few hours. The loss must amount 
to several hundred thousand dollars in 
this section of the country. 


Dominion Broke Down. 


Montreal, June 14.—The second race of 


the series for the special cup between 
the Yankee of the White Bear club, St 
Paul, and the Dominion of the Royal St. 
Lawrence club, was a walkover for the 
Yankee, the Dominion breaking her mast 
in making the second buoy of the race.

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THE COAST OF BLOOD AND GOLD, 


T 


HE Gold Coast is a land of mystery 
to the white man. Although this 
west African colony has been more 


or less in touch with civilization for five 
centuries and has been the scene of sev- 
eral historic events, it is still a terra in- 
cognita to the bulk of the American 
people. 


It is in the Gold Coast that the noto- 


rious fetich temple and grove of the 
Ashanti kings are situated. The fetich 
grove Is just abo'ut a mile outside of 
Kumassi. This place of a thousand hor- 
rors is made up of large and stately 
banyan trees and up to the time of the 
last British expedition was inclosed in 
high palisades. 
Inside these palisades 


were the sepulcher of the Ashanti kings 
and a collection of the state ornaments 
and treasures attached to the royal 
stool, or throne. 


But what has always made the place 


grawsome in the eyes of the white man 
is a certain large brass bowl which 
stands under one of the banyan trees of 
this fetich grove. It was a custom of 
the natives that this bowl must be kept 
constantly filled with human blood. As 


ity it Is estimated that" over 25,000 hu- 
man beings have been put to death be- 
neath the banyan trees that sway and 
whisper over this open air temple of 
death. Every 40 days it was customary 
for the kings of Ashanti to visit this 
mausoleum for the purpose of paying 
their respects, to the shades of their de- 
parted ancestors, but during the last 
expedition of the English foices to this 
part of the Gold Coast the temple and 
the mausoleum were demolished, and 
nothing now remains but the stately 
trees to commemorate Us grewsome 
history. 


Although much has boon done by the 


white man to improve and civilize the 
native of the Gold Coast, the condition 
of most of these African villages, with 
the exception of two or three coast 
towns, is as primitive and heathen as it 
\\ as five centuries ago. Land is held in 
common among the natives, and, al- 
though individuals exist with the title 
of chiefs, their Authority and power are 
very shadowy, and every man is prac- 
tically his own master. They are lazy 
and shiftless, and no wonder, for their 


nary Ashanti temple is a peculiarly con- 
structed building. It is made of poles 
placed in the ground In a circular form 
and then tied together at the tpp and 
thatched with hay. Inside is a raised 
platform or sut-ix», <um on this platfoim 
is a rude representation of a man's fig- 
ure. 
This is ludicrously modeled in 


clay, and over it is plastered a paste 
made of red ocher and the yolks of 
eggs. Each village has its temple and, 
according to native belief, shelters the, 


whatever size required. The weaving is 
performed by two sets of warp threads, 
which are alternately raised and de- 
pressed between each throw of the shut- 
tle by a treadle arrangement fitting be- 
tween the large and _ second toe of the 
operator, and after the shuttle is thrown 
through with the weft the latter is beat- 
en up by a swinging grating made of 
bamboo. 


The Ashanti women are a light heart-

the contents of the vessel dried up fresh 
victims were led out and slaughtered 
and their blood carefully placed in the 
sacred bowl. Should this important rite 
be once neglected the aborigines be- 
lieved that the god of the grove would 
descend in his vengeance upon the 
Ashantis. In order to appease this de- 


streams are swarming with fish, and 
their cocoanut groves and small planta- 
tions yield them an abundant supply of 
food. The climate, however, is mias- 
matic, and the death rate is high. As 
for clothes, in such a climate they are 
scarcely necessary. The villagers pay 
no taxes and no rent and if it were not 
for their atrocious religious beliefs and 
practices would be called a very envi- 
able people. But they have a terrible 
dread of their fetich gods and each year 
slaughter hundreds of their children to 
appease these malign spirits. The ordi- 


tutelary deity of the settlement. Under 
the benign protection of this strange 
god sickness, ill luck and disaster are 
supposed to be kept from the people. 


The only handiwork that these Ashan- 


ti people engage in is the art of weav- 
ing. This they do on a primitive loom 
that would never lead one to suspect 
that really fine cloth could be manu- 
factured by such a people. Such is a 
fact, however, the warp of the cloth te- 
ing made about three inches in width. 
The pieces are placed side by side and 
sewed together to make a garment of 


spend some time in the making of their 
barbaric toilet. They are especially 
fond of bathing and romping m the wa- 
ter, and it is a very common sight to 
see a dozen of them, quite destitute of 
all clothing, splashing and diving about 
m one of the numerous streams of the 
Gold Coast country. 
Their skin is a 


glossy bronze color,- though their. fea- 
tures are invariably heavy and unat- 
tractive. They are. also fond of fishing 
and, strange to say, have adopted the 
white man's style of angling for the to- 
ny tribe.

Ex-District Attorney Charles E. Hjb- 


bard of Pittsfi:!d treated the subject 
from the standpoint of the law. 'He 
said in, part: "Equity is the application 


ciety. We are -a.pplying- these princi- 
ples today as never before. This growth 
of equity is one of the manifestations 
of the humane law. 
At one time in 


England a human life was the cheapest 
commodity known. You couldn't expect 
anything different under their theology 
and laws. The only thought under the 
old law was punishment; now it is 
reformation. 


We are recognizing now more fully 


the fatherhood of God and the brother- 
hood of humanity in legislation. 


The next speaker was Dr. L. B. Wood- 


bridge of Williamstown. His stand- 
point was from that of the physician. 
He thought the profession was perhaps 
the most humane in the whole category. 
Specifically he referred 
tto the intro- 


duction of anaethetics, an,ti-toxine, etc., 
as evidences of the growth of this spirit 
in the ability to alleviate suffering. The 
doctor paid a brilliant tribute to the 
trained nurse, speaking of, her as the 
humble illustrator of this spirit of hu- 
manity. 


In the absence of a representative 


from the industrial world, Rev. W. L. 
Tenney of this city briefly discoursed 
upon that phase of the question.

in which he reviewed the economic con- 
ditions and problems of the wprld from 
the time of Adam Smith to the present 
day.

The number so designated shall 
not exceed one to every 5000 inhabi- 
tants of the city or town; provided, 
however, that one such justice may be 
designated in each town. Such desig- 
nation may be revoked by the govern'or 
at apy time tor cause. 


£ecUoji ?.—Each justice of the peace 


clPsifiruiU'd as provided in section 2 
shall receive a certificate of such desig- 
nation, for which he shall pay to the 
S'KT' tary of the commonwealth a fee of 
$3; and he shall not solemnize a mar- 
riage until he has received such certi- 
ficate and qualified thereunder.
